MORE SOLDIERS KILLED. 


FOURTEEN TROOPERS SAID TO HAVE 
BEEN SLAIN BY INDIANS. 


Rumors of Another Bloody Battle Brought 
to the Pine Ridge Agency by Couriers— 
The Reds Hemmed In by the Blue Coats 
and Must Either Fight or Surrender— 
Gen. Miles’ Work Approved by War De- 
partment Officials. 

Omana, Neb., Jan. 2.— The Bee’s special 
from Pine Ridge says: 

A scout arrived here this morning from 
hostiles’ camp, aaying that fourteen cavalry 
horses, with saddles and other equip- 
ments on, were brought into the 
hostile camp last night by young warriors. 
The scout heard the hostiles make remarks to 
the effect that there were fourteen less soldiers 
to fight, and that the hostiles lost only two 
warriors in getting the fourteen cavalry horses. 

Neb., Jan. 2.—After ‘the arrival of 
the scout who brought the above report anoth- 
er scout brought a second to the effect that 


| askirm had occurred. Scout No. 2 said 


that he ed that Cheyenne hostiles made a 
rush upon a squad of Uarr’s Sioux scouts on 
Grass Creek last night and had killed several 
of them. Grass Creek isa small and nearly 
dry stream beginning eight or ten miles 
north of here and runs about ten miles 
north and empties in White River, 
about — eighteen or twenty miles 
north of Wounded Knee P ’ 
the site of last Monday’s battle, and in the 
near vicinity of which Carr is reported as 
now incamp. When the scout asked whether 
any soldiers were engaged in the skirmish he 
was told there were. 

A number of minor reports such as these 
are brought in by Government employés sta- 
tioned in various parts of the reservation. 
The country seems to be alive with squads of 
hostile scouts. 

As yet the authorities have been unable to get 
at the réport regarding the cavalry horses in the 
hostile camp, though this report regarding an 
attack by Cheyenne hostiles seems to verify 
it, and indicates that soldiers were killed in 
the skirmish at Grass Creek last night. 

Instead of getting the troops in a huddled 
condition in the center of the camp as Gen.

More Troops Sent to the Front. 

Two more regiments of troops were today 
ordered to the scene of the Indian trouble— 
the Fifth Infantry, which was moved up from 
Texas to Omaha a few days ago, and the SW- 


.teenth Infantry, at Fort Douglas, Utah. These 


regiments have-been under orders to move at 
a moment's notice for some weeks, but till 
the desertion of the Pine Ridge and Rosebud 
Agencies by the apparently (friendly 
Indians within the last few days 
it was thought that their presence 
would not be necessary; With the addition of 
these two regiments Gen. Miles has now at his 
command about all the troops. that can be 
spared without endangering the lives of set- 
tlers in the Indian Territory and other sec- 
tions of the country where Indians are located. 
It would be possible to send a few more light 
batteries of artillery with Hotchkiss guns 
from the East, but as the climax will prob- 
ably be reached within ‘the next forty-eight 
hours their transportation could not be 
accomplished in season to be of any 
service. In round numbers Gen. Miles has at 
his command about 10,000 officers and men, or 
nearly one-half of the entire army. The actual 
fighting strength will, however, fail several 
thousand below this number. The following 
are the regiments comprising this the most 
important command Gen. Miles has held 
since the war: The First, Second, Third, 
Fifth, Seventh, Eighth, Twelfth, Fifteenth, 


Sixteenth, Seventeenth, Twenty-first, and 


Twenty-second Regiments of Infantry, the 
First, Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, ana Ninth 
Regiments of Cavalry, and four batteries of 
artiliery.

History of Herrmann’s Theater. 

Prof, Herrmann took possession of his 
theater last summer. The season before this 
dainty: little house of small seating capacity 
had been christened the New Gayety. It has 
been much better known as Dockstader’s 
Theater, which Lew Dockstader made 
the home of minstrelsy in 1886, before that 
the Comedy, and originally occupied by the 
San Francisco minstrels. Dockstader remod- 
eled the house, built a proscenium archway 
horseshoe curve, hung the walls with gilded 
leather, and made ceihng and draperies bright 
with.color. 

Prof. Herrmann so changed it that it could 
hardly be recognized by the frequenters of 
the old place. He made the proscenium 
arch 25 feet wide and 23 feet high, 
and gave the stage a width of 43 feet and 
a depth of 26 to 31 feet. Boxes, proscenium, 
and walls were finished in white and gilt and 
the panels in salmon and pale pink shades. 
The theater had but one balcony, and seated 
480 persons in the orchestra and 320 in the bal- 
“The dressing-rooms were rebuilt and the 
entrance on Broadway enlarged and entirely 
reconstructed. The front was built of marble 
and the corridor lined with marble also. 

It was reopened Saturday night, Oct. 11, 
1890, by the Minnie Palmer Opera company 
in Mr. Oscar Weil's Suzette.

Word had 
been sent to Carrollton of my arrest, and it 
was currently reported alot of United States 
Senator George’s neighbors and constituents 
from the Yazoo swamp were coming over to 
see what could be done with me. 

It is no use for you to attempt to fight the 
case, he said. No matter what the evidence 
or what the facts in the case are, you will be 
found guilty, and the chances are you 
will get the extreme penalty 
of the law. You can judge what kind of jus- 
tice you will get from the trial of W. S. Mc- 
Bride at Carrollton.” 

At Dr. Jones’ request the Marshal took me 
to the Moore Hotel. Weed, the man whose 
horse it was claimed was driven to death, 
agreed on a compromise. I was becoming 
uneasy at not hearing from Tue Trisune and 
had concluded that the operator had torn up 
my telegram, as he had, I was told by Mr. 
Matthews, suppressed several messages seu:t 
by him. I told the Marshal that as I 
was in his power I would submit to 
a certain amount of injustice, that I did not 
propose to pay $125 for an old plug not worth 
$40, especially as I had no proof that the ani- 
mal was dead further than that I had been 
shown the stable in which it was alleged to 
have died.

not known here whether the terms 


will be granted or not, but the general 
opinion prevails that, in view of the recent. 
action of the rebels in slaughtering the troops 
while under a flag of truce, not much weight 
will be given the pretended repentance. 

That the hostiles have been largely rein- 
forced within the last two days there is no 
longer any doubt, and there seems reasonable 
ground for rumors that some Indians from 
other agencies on the British possessions have 
joined these. : 

A report has just reached here by courier 
that a foraging party of Indians from the main 
camp on White Clay Creek attacked last night 
the ranch of Douglass Points a few miles to 
the west, killed him, and drove away his 400 
eattie. The rumor lacks official confirmation, 
but seems reliable nevertheless. 

It is also currently reported here that there 
is great row in the camp of the hostiles, the 
contention bemg as to the advisability of sur- 
rendering. This also is not confirmed, but 
comes through a half-breed courier who 
claims to have just arrived from their camp. 
Except in case of unconditional surrender 
there will undoubtedly be a great battle be- 
fore night. |

MR. GLENN’S EXPERIEN CEs, \ 

Some of our readers may fancy that Tun 
TrisunE was unduly apprehensive as to\t 
danger which tlireatened its correspondqnt, 
Mr. Glenn, during his recent visit to C 
ton to ascertain the truth about the M 
murder. For their information the /circum- 
stances which induced it to take every precau- 
tion for its correspondent’s safety should be 
stated. It could not have done less in justice 
to one of its employés who did his errand 
faithfully and courageously at imminent per- 
sonal risk. 

It is to be considered in the first place that 
Mr. Glenn was arrested upon a trumped-up 
charge of fast driving. The charge was an 
absurd one, as Mr. Glenn was not the driver, 
but hired the teanr from a livery stable, which 
furnished the driver, to go from Carrollton, 
where he was in danger and where it would 
have Been useless for him to attempt to put 
his matter on the wire, to Winona, where he 
was unquestionably no more secure than he 
would have been at the former place. The 
real charge was telling the truth about the 
Carrollton murder, which was not sufficient to 
warrant a legal arrest. 

Second, it is to be considered that he was 
arrested upon a holiday which in Mississippi. 
is largely celebrated by potations of whisky, 
usually followed by deeds of violence. He 
was arrested at.a time when the courts were 
adjourned, whén it was difficult to get bail, 
and when it was exceedingly difficult to com- 
municate with him by telegraph, while it was 
impossible to send a money order to him over 
the wires. 

Third, the animus of the people is to be con- 
sidered, and that Tur Trisunz may not be 
accused of undue prejudice on this point 
it quotes the following from the Augusta 
Chronicle, the leading Democratic paper of 
Georgia:

deringer. Immigration will never relieve the 
State so long as this Italian code is in vogue. A 
community of bulldosers is no more attractive 
than a band of bandits. 

Among a people thus inclined Taz Tarsuns 
had every reason to believe that the life of its 
correspondent was in danger, or at least that 
some serious indignity might be offered to 
him. Tun Carcaco Tarsouwsz has no reason to 
believe that the bulldozers of Mississippi en- 
tertain a sufficient degree of affection for it to 
deter them from improving the opportunity to 
take revenge upon it in the person of its cor- 
respondent who had the temerity to venture 
into their very midst and tell the truth about 
them. This view of the situation is empha- 
sized by the advice of the United States Mar- 
shal to Mr. Glenn to leave Winona and go to 
Grenada, where he would be comparatively 
safe. If the United States Marshal had not 
believed Mr. Glenn's life was in jeopardy he 
would not have given him this advice. If Mr. 
Glenn had not told the truth his life would not 
have been in danger. | 

Realizmg, therefore, the gravity of the situ- 
ation and believing that if Mr. Glenn were 
confined over night at Winona, even if he 
were not lynched, he might be taken out 
and lashed or tarred and feathered or sub- 
jected to some other outrages, TAI Trisunz 
promptly came to his protection and saved 
him from any. possibility of danger.

STANDARD STEEL RAILS, 

The report that the rolling-mills of fhe IIli- 
nois Steel company have been closed for 
awhile, and that when work is resumed it may 
be on a reduced wage-scale, suggests the ques- 
tion if a radical change in the regulation 
of the output be not both possible and advis- 
able. As at present conducted the busi- 
ness of making steel rails is done on the 
* hand-t6-mouth "’ plan. The mills work on 
orders, and necessarily so, because of the 
great variety of patterns used, the style that 
will suit one buyer having no attraction for 
another. One railroad wants a given number 
of tons of specified size. Another gives an 
order for so many rails that must be one- 
eighth. of an inch deeper, or perhaps dif- 
fering from the first by a small measure in the 
breadth of the flange. The next order received 
may differ from both, while the weight per 
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Molar cap into the account,

the course of quotations, and the rails being 
made in the slack season might be cheaper to 
the railroads, That varying reserve of man- 
ufactured material would act in the trade as 
the flywheel on the steam engine, taking up 
surplus energy when the machinery was run- 
ning light and giving it out again when most 
needed, It would be like the massing of grain 
in store, to which the miller can go for sup- 
plies without being obliged to canvass for 
them among the farmers far and near. Still 
better, under such an arrangement the greater 
part of the product could be turned ouf in the 
winter half of the year, if so desired, that be- 
ing the time when many out-door operations 
are interrupted if not stopped for several 
months. In such case the rolling-mill would 
furnish profitable employment to thousands 
who could find something else to do in the 
warm weather, and thus act as an additional 
equalizer in the labor market. 

The change suggested might be followed by 
a placing of the standard steel rail on the 
speculative markets of the country to be 
dealt in for future delivery in much the same 
way as are wheat, pork, and petroleum In 
this way capital would be furnished for carry- 
ing the surplus over times of comparative 
dullness in the demand. Such speculation 
might be objected to by those who decry as 
„gambling all kinds of trading in property 
to be delivered at some time in the future, 
and the objection supported by reference to 
the fact that the English market has recently 
suffered. from an overdose of “iron war- 
rants.” Still, a great deal can be said in 
favor of a moderate amount of buying and 
selling ahéad of the more important products, 
and in case of undue excitement the resulting 
loss is felt far more by the speculator than by 
the producer. The stock accumulated under 
the pressure of high prices is paid for at full 
value, and has to be worked off at a decline, 
the loss on which is suffered by those who 
bought the property at or near the top. The 
corners in produce which have been run in 
this city in the past were not run with a wish to 
benefit the men in the country who had the 
property to sell, but the latter realized higher 
prices for what they were able to get into the 
market and left the loss to be borne by those 
who had bought it from them previous to the 


collapse. 


ILLINOIS RAILROADS. 
The twentieth annual report of the Illinois 


Railroad and Warehouse Commission notes a 

continued tendency on the part of the man- 

agement of most of the lines to secure greater 

safety, comfort, and convenience for the trav- 
eling public and greater efficiency in the 

transportation of freight. It states the most 

prominent facts observed in a physical tour 

over sevonteen of the lines within the year 

ending with June, 1890, including an exami- 

nation into the character and causes of the 

bridge fatality at Lower Peoria last February. 

The metal used in the structure was found to 

be deficient in tensile strength. The princi- 

pal improvements of the year were the finest 

station building in the West at the corner of 
Harrison street and Fifth avenue in this city 

and the St. Louis Merchants’ bridge, being 

the second connecting Illinois with Missouri 

at St. Louis, The commission has made a 

complete reclassification of the roads in the 
State, which are now divided about equally in 

numbers between classes A and B. The dif- 
ferences in the schedule of rates between the 
two does not exceed 5 per cent, which is much 
less than the difference made in the tariffs of 
other States. The report calls attention to the 
necessity of greater care in preventing rail- 
road accidents and to the fact that few of, 
those who make the laws of a State have any 
personal experience which enables them to 
know what may be done in a practical way to 
diminish the terrible fatalities of railway serv- 
ice. In view of this a competent expert was 
employed to prepare a comprehensive report 
on the subject, which is submitted to the 
Governor. The continuous train brake and 
the automatic coupler are named as especially 
valuable in the prevention of accidents to em- 
ployés. Mostof the passenger-trains in the 
State are now provided with both. Ad- 
ditional legislation is needed to compel 
proper interlocking at grade crossings. The 
number of crossings is about 700, while only 
thirty-four of them are supplied with inter- 
locking and signaling devices. The appalling 
accident at Jacksonville last December is cited 
as showing the need for further legislation in 
this matter. 

The commission has adopted a new sched- 
ule of maximum rates to be charged for the 
transportation of live stock, the same being 
based on weight. It went into effect yester- 
day. The new plan will obviate many of the 
abuses practiced under the old system and the 


rates average no higher than those of last 


year. The report goes at some length into the 
question of stock scales and recommends 
they be used by all the lines. The companies 
generally have expressed a willmgness to go 
to the expense of the improvement provided 
they can be assured the weighing system will 
be continued if it is otherwise satisfactory. 
The committee recommends a change in the 
official classification which will abolish a 
present injustice described in these words: 
„The Chicago (mercantile) houses are at a 
disadvantage compared with their competi- 
tors in St. Louis, because the latter have their 
goods carried 200 miles further westward 
than Chicago houses at third-class rates. At 
a meeting of Inter-State and State Railroad 
Commissioners held in Washington last May 
it was resolved on motion by the delegation 
from Illinois that the public interests will be 
best subserved by the adoption of a classifica- 
tion which shail be uniform for our whole 
country,“ and there is a prospect. that this re- 
solve will ere long be actualized. 

The report states that the cost of grain in- 
spection has been reduced, and the service ie 
so efficient that large quantities of grain are 
now diverted from other channels to Chicago

recommendation is made that the law be 
amended to provide for a balancing of books 
and a weighing of the grain in public ware- 
houses once a year as a measure of security to

The first point made by Gen. Miles is one | 


which hardly is sustained by facts. The Gen- 
eral asserts that if we should put ourselves in 
the place of the Indian or if we should imagine 
ourselves a small nation of 280,000 people, 
overrun by sixty million from Africa or Asia, 
and compelled to adopt their methods and 
habits, and realizing that the presence of 
such a horde of enemies had become 
a withering blight- and a destroying 
scourge to our race,” we might compre- 
hend the feelings of the Indian. But 
this argument proceeds upon the incorrect as- 
sumption that the Indians are the original 
owners and occupiers of this country, The 
Indians, no matter where they came from 
originally, found this country in possession of 
a people who, we have every reason to believe, 
were living in peaceful and agricultural com- 
munities. Aztec, mound-builder, and cliff- 
dweller; whoever they may have béen, went 
down before the Indian wild beasts, who occu- 
pied the country not for agricultural but for 
hunting purposes, not for fixed habitations but 
for roaming over from ‘place to place. They 
had uo better title here than the bears and 
wolves that used to roam over our plains. 
They had hunting rights only, and our Gov- 
ernment has paid hundreds of millions to ex- 
tinguish them. 

There are other pointe of Gen. Miles’ dis- 
cussion, however, which are of grave import. 
One of these is the futility of using military 
force against the Indians and then, when they 
are subjugated, turning them over to civilians 
to experiment upon with their theories. His 
indictment goes further than this. He says 
that there is no manner of doubt the Indians 
have been starving, after eating their dogs; 
that without accusing any one of dishonesty 
the existing methods of distributing the sup- 
plies are sufficient to account for it; that the 
crops have failed in the plains country for two 
years past; that the Indians cannot migrate 
or obtain employment as readily as white 
people; and that in this discontented condi- 
tion Mormon emissarie have worked 
upon their religious fanaticism, announcing 
the advent of a Messiah who had promised 
everything dear to the Indian’s heart, but at 
the same time warning them that acts were 
necessary if they would secure the promised 


blessings. As if for the very purpose of mak 


ing these acts possible, Gen. Miles charges 

that white men have made merchandise of 
the welfare and safety of their own people; in 
other words, have sold thousands of improved 
magazine long-range rifles and tons of am- 
munition to savages which alone enabled 
them to devastate the country. Those Indians 
could manufacture neither a rifle, a cartridge, 
nor a knife, yet they are better armed and 
better supplied with ammunition today than 
at any time in their history.“ 

This is the substance of Gen. Miles’ state- 
ment. The hope for the future he expresses 
in the following terse sentence: After care- 
ful observation of all the principal tribes in 
the United States I believe that those people 
who have been and are still a terror to the 
peace and good order of certain States and 
Territories should be placed under some gov- 
ernment just and strong enough to control 
them.” What shall that government be? 
Quaker government has beentried and failed. 
Church government has been tried and failed. 
Indian trader and agent government has been 
tried and worse than failed, for greed, igno- 
rance, and dishonesty have been the outcome 
of political appointments, Government by 
the impracticable ideas of visionaries and en- 
thusiasts, a thousand miles away, and who 
never saw an Indian, has been tried, but it 1s 
the same old story of failure. What remains 
now but the government just and strong; 
the government which will control them; the 
government which will take care of thems and 
live up to its contracts, put down dishonesty, 
and punish men who sell them arms and am- 
munition; the government which will put 
them upon farms in severalty, supply them 
with farming stock and implements, and com- 


‘pel them to go to work, both bucks and squaws ; 


the government which will compel the pa- 
pooses to go to school and learn to read, write, 
cipher, and talk English? If the Interior De- 
partment cannot do this then let the War De- 
partment take hold,

AN UNUSUALLY LARGE COTTON CROP, 


The Shipments for the Last Four Months 
the Heaviest Ever Known, 

New Onueans, La., Jan. 2.—The monthly 
crop statement issued today by Secretary 
Hester of the New Orleans Cotton Exchange 
shows an increase in the quantity of cotton 
marketed in December of 36,865 bales com- 
pared with November, and 28,747 bales over 
December, 1889—the monthly totals’ having 
reached 1, 688, 441, against 1,624,694 in Neem - 
ber, 1889, and 1,537,128 in December, 1888. 
The total in sight to date is 5,853,344 bales and 
is the heaviest movement for four months in 
the history of American cotton. 

The movement from Sept. 1 to the close of 
December includes the total receipts of all 
United States delivery ports, 4,425,388, against 
4,275,163 last year and 3,714,468 in 1888; net 
overland movement by railroads across the 
Mississi Ohio, and Potomac Rivers, 642,- 
753, against 572,205 last year and 614,710 the 
year before last. :

Aft- 
er careful observation of all the principal 
tribes in the United States, I believe that those 
people who have been and are still a terror to 
the peace and good order of certain States and 
Territories should be placed under some 
government just and strong ‘enough to con- 
trol them. The time has arrived when the 
lives, welfare, prosperity, and future of those 
great States are too precious and too valuable 
to be jeopardized by these ay alarms and 
ffequent Indian wars. hile thousands of 
people hav6 fled from their little homes and 
abandoned most of their property to seek shel- 
ter and refuge in any place where it could be 
obtained, and while thousands of resolute and 
intrepid officers and soldiers are endur- 
ing , the severity of a Dakota winter to 
hold in restraint these tribes of turbulent 
savages, it is hoped that some conclusion will 
be reac by the Governmert to permanent- 
ly end the present state of affairs.

in a Change of the Government’s Indian 
‘System Reasons for Putting the Reds 
Under Control of the War Department. 

Wasuinator, D. C., Jan. 2.—[Special.]— 
There is great uneasiness at the War Depart- 
ment over the Indian situation.’ It is believed 
Gen. Miles was thoroughly correct in his pub- 
lic declarations concerning the widespread 
character of the Indian conspiracy. Such 
bad weather having set in it is feared many 
lives will be lost during the winter, If the 
weather were favorable the outbreak with the 
force Gen, Miles has had could be soon sub- 
dued, but the severity of the season adds 
greatly to the disficulties of the situation. The 
Northern Sioux Indians are used to the cold. 
They have been long making their prepara- 
tions and have food supplies concealed in 
places known only to themselves which will 
keep them going for some time. It is believed 
Gen. Miles will make short work of the In- 
dians who are out, and that but few prisoners 
will be taken. 

Whether the present outbreak will lead to 
any change in the policy of the Government 
concerning the management of the Indians is 
uncertain. Those who think the Indians have 
been driven out by bad treatment should listen 
to the testimony of those who have lived in 
the neighborhood of these savages. A Boston 
man, an engineer formerly employed by the 
Pacific railroads and who spent fifteen or 
twenty years in the West, said to me the other 


evening: : 
The Hyena Indian Nature. 

„J used to be an Eastern philanthropist in 
everything which concerned the Indian ques- 
tion. I thought the Indians had some redeem- 

qualities and were subject to the gentler 
influences of civilization and religious teach- 
ing, but I tell you there is a hyena nature in 
every Indian. Educate him as you will, this 
education adds merely to his cunning without 
softening.in one degree the innate cruelty and 
wildness of his disposition.

CHINESE CUSTOM OF FOOT-BINDING. 


Graphic Description of a Curious and Bar- 
barous Oriental Practice. 

Boston Traveller: I find that but is 
known either by the young or old in this 
country concerning the real method of bind- 
ing little girls’ feet in China, and so many are 
the questions put me concerning th® custom 
that I think a description of the process would 
not be out of place. 

The binding does not commence under 4 
years of age, and rarely so early. In a resi- 
dence of nearly twenty years in China, in con- 
stant association with the people, and having 
the supervision of a number of gins’ schools,

In the process of band- 
aging all the muscles of the foot disappear 
there seems to be almost a death of fi — 
finally naught is left but bent bones and 
shrunken skin, and enough to pre- 
vent death. 
' The heel and great toe can be made to 
touch each other under the fo foot, the former 
being much elongated. In such a condition 
the bandages must always be worn to enable 
the woman to walk, as there is no ness in 
the foot without them. 

The large toes, the folded small og ee 
the heel are put in the shoes, while the 
bones are forced up into the instep, and come 
out of the opening of the shoes.

The small-footed women are now 
shut-in wo W m should go out only in close 
sedan chairs. henever I saw a smaill- 
woman making her way — through the 
narrow, crowded streets leaning on a cane I 
knew she was too poor to hire a chair, 
and had no son to support her.

There is no 
such thing as equality in assessments, and under 
the present system never will be. Take your first.

A piece of ground of the same dimensions in the 
business center might be assessed $500 a front foot. 
And so it goes. The same thing exists so far as 
the assessment of pe al property is concerned. 
A poor mah with — but a bedstead and four 
chairs may fall into the clutches of an assessor, 
while the same assessor will shut his eyes tothe 
contents in the mansion over the way. There is 
no personal property exempt. Taxes on personal 
property for 1890 are to be paid before March 10, 
1891; on real estate before May 1.]

Now Nothing Takes the Public Heart That 
Isn't Funny~Days When “The Prairie 
Flower,” “Do They Miss Me at Home,” 
and Lulle Dale” Were Warbled About 
the Square Plano—The History of « 
Half-Century of Popular Airs. 

There has been a big change in the charac- 
ter of the popular song of late years. Nowa- 
days a song must be set to lively music and 
have ridiculous or at least nonsensical words 
to catch the notice of the masses, Years ago 
this was not true. The Irish and German 
dialect song was unknewn and had it been 
known would have met with a cold reception. 
What the people wanted was something sad 
and melancholy—words that seem to 
have been written to be sung 
to the air of a funeral march.

Her only san, 
Hiram, is 15 years old, and she has two daugh- 
ters younger than he. Each fall and winter 
the Widow Hathaway is the busiest woman in 
the township.

If she finds a 
skunk under one of the flat stones she pulls it 
out, resets the trap, ties the skunk to a pole, 
throws the pole over her shoulder, and goes to 
the next trap.

he is an excellent judge of furs, and no one 
can fool her on the quality of skins that she 
examines. Mrs. Hathaway is governed in the 
prices she pays for furs by a printed list of 
quotations which a Philadelphia dealer sends 

er once a month. All the furs she traps her- 
self or bees of other trappers she ships to the 
Philadelphia dealer every three or four weeks. 
The skins are stretched tacked up against the 
barn, and dried thoroughly, and that is all she 
does to them. 

Ginseng root is also quoted in the fur deal- 
er's list. During the fall, before the ground 
became frozen, Mrs. Hathaway’s children dug 
several basketfuls of ginseng root in the 
woods on Wildcat Hill. The roots were dried 
in the oven and around the stove until they 
were as dry as they could be, and then Mrs. 
Hathaway found that she had thirty-two 
pounds, A few days age she sent the root to 
the city with a batch of furs and got $1.80 a 
pound for it. Last year, Mrs. Hathaway said 
the other day, she saved $220 uver and above 
all expenses of keeping herself and little fam- 
ily, and that she expected to do still better 
this winter.
